H.S. District 
Look To July 17 


Faced with many obstacles in 


|the formation of a new high 


local leaders in 
the movement are today looking 
forward to a July 17 meeting 
with the San Bernardino county 
school boundary committee. 
Many further reasons why such 


a district should be formed will 


be cited by W. W .Woodward, 
committee chairman, and others 
in a determined effort to bring 
into realization a high school dis- 
trict serving the foothill commu- 
nities. The July 17 session will be 
the second of a series of public 
meetings being held by the coun- 
ty committee. The first such 
meeting was held Thursday in 
the Cucamonga Central school 
house. z 

A report by Dan B. Milliken, 
Chaffey superintendent, dominat- 
ed last week’s meeting. Mr. 
Woodward and other local lead- 
ers had decided not to make 
any presentation at the Thursday 
meeting. 

“We felt it was opportune for 
the county committee to receive 
information from any person who 
opposed the new district forma- 
tion and for that reason we kept 
quiet,’’ Mr. Woodward declare- 
ed. “Since the opposition had 
nothing to offer, we are now go- 
ing ahead with a constructive, 
affirmative program in favor of 
the new district.’’ 

Copies of Mr. Milliken’s report 
were distributed at the meeting. 
The Upland News Jast week pre- 
sented a summary of the data. 
An outstanding feature of the 
Milliken analysis was a revela- 
tion that the proposed Foothill 
school district would be 
far better able financially to fi- 
nance high school education than 
could the remaining portion of 
the Chaffey district. 

This situation presents one of 
the major problems in attaining 
division of the Chaffey district, 
according to Guy Daniels, secre- 
tary of the committee, who said 
the county and state officials 
would not look kindly upon such 
a situation. 

Calling of another Citaffey bond 
election is proposed early this 
fail, following completion of a 
survey being conducted by a 
group of professional forecasters. 
A report on this survey is sched- 


iuled by Sept. 1. 


Ontario has provided 73 per 
cent of the high school enrollment 
and pays 52 per cent of the edu- 
cational cost, according to Mr. 
Milliken’s summary. 

That the trend is for smaller 
high schools rathern than larger 
schools was the statement of of- 
ficials.

BEAUTY FROM ASHES 

A year or two ago our hearts 
were broken as we _ watched 
flames devour the grass, flowers, 
shrubs, and the trees over the 
mountains above us. We were 
told that for more than a hun- 


dred years these mountains had 


not been burned over. Their 
beauty was destroyed by one 
careless act of man. Man des- 


troyed in an hour what the God 
of Nature had taken hundreds of 
years to produce. Yet the fol- 
lowing spring brought signs of 
new life and a touch of beauty. 
This was because there were 
firm roots that reached far down 
into the good earth for the prom- 
ise of new life and strength. 1 
have seen this elsewhere too. 
In our home the children liked 
to collect a few cocoons of the 
silk worm and to watch them 
develop. Tender care gave prom- 
ise of life and beauty even though 
the cocoon was rough and lacked 
the outward promise of life. I 
have also watched silk culture 
from its beginnings. The eggs of 
the butterfly were laid on rough 
paper which in turn was hung on 
the rafters of the home and pro- 
tected in the colder weather. In 
due time the warmer days came 
again and the sun shone. Then 
the papers were placed in the 
sun and carefully watched. The 
eggs hatched and the small silk 
worms were not only small but 
were delicate also. These were 
eared for day and night and the

temperature of the room care- 
fully guarded. A chill wind could 
destroy them all. 

When the leaves of the mul- 
ber®y came out the youngest and 
tenderest were plucked and care- 
fully shredded and spread out 
over the young silk worm. As 
they grew portions of the leaf 
could be fed to them, until at 
last an entire branch with its 
full-grown leaves could be used 
as it came from the tree. The 
worms grew in length and in 
diameter. At the right time they 
were left to crawl up onto the 
pyramids of rice straw, there to 
weave the cocoons of new silk. 
After the completion of this new 
home the worms went to sleep 
again, in due time to waken as 
a butterfly. If left alone this 
new life would in due time cut 
its way out and spoil the silk. 
Then it was ready to lay its 
eggs on the coarse paper and to 
die, for the provision of new 
life had been made. This seems 
to be a long and weary process, 
yet from it all comes the finest 
silk for the gowns of our ladies 
throughout the world.

All this gives 
me confidence to live on and to 
believe in the future of our land, 
for Beauty shines forth, even 
from ashes.

other Chaffey bond election be called at an early date. This 
cannot be just “another” bond issue and be acceptable to 
residents of the foothill area. It must provide adequate funds 
for a long range high school building program — not merely 
an emergency measure to satisfy the extremly pressing de- 
mands of the moment. 


Judging by the two previous bond issue attempts, it is 
unlikely, that the proposed issue will be acceptable by two- 
thirds of the voters in the extremely large Chaffey district. It 
is likely, an attempt will be made however. And the sooner — 
the better. 


At the same time, the current effort to form a new Foot- 
hill high school district is being pushed. This movement, how- 
ever, is faced with many obstacles, including the necessity to 
obtain approval from various agencies even before a local 
secession election can be called. 


All of which means, the local high school students may 
be the victims of over-crowding, double sessions and a “short 
changed” education. 


Many interesting and revealing facts are being brought 
to the front in the current study of the local educational system. 
One thing is significant Ontario provides about three 
fourths of the high school enrollment and enly 52 per cent of 
the assessed valuation. At the same time, the foothill commun- 
ities provide fewer students and a much higher assessed valu- 
ation per student. In other words, this area is of great financial 
help in the education of Ontario students; yet we have been 
denied the right to provide the facilities we choose for high 
level education. 


So, where do we go from here? 


As always, the objective is to provide the best possible 
education for our young people. 


If in the forthcoming proposed election, the voters approve 
@ multi-million bond issue for sufficient facilities for several 
years in advance, the new buildings will be provided, and 
the present Chaffey school district may be kept intact. 


The trend is toward smaller high schools from 1,000 to 
2,000 students, however, rather than a huge concentration 
of students on one campus. Therefore, the proposed Chaffey 
bond issue must provide for this type of education to be ac- 
ceptable to residents of the foothill communities. 


If this kind of a program is not acceptable in Ontario, then 
the only course open is for formation of the new foothill high 
school district. 


No longer are we in a position to bow to Ontario's in- 
terests. Rather, the situation is reversed. If Ontario voters 
do not approve what is preferred in the foothill communities, 
secession from Chaffey is virtually certain and formation of the 
new district will be eventually realized, 


, In this modem day of specialization and push-button liv- 
ing, unusually high standards of education must be main- 


tained. Bigness in an educational system is no real asset, how- 
ever, 


The Foothill communities have the means to provide 


that which is best in high school education. Nothing |

There are a number of reasons 
why censorship is objectionable 
to people of intellect. Censor- 
ship pre-supposes a lack of dis- 
crimination on the part of the 
adult! Harmless literature that 
is a waste of time to some people, 
is escape and relaxation for oth- 
ers. Those of limited intellect, if 
given the power to censor, have 
in the past destroyed some of 
the world’s finest literature.

sequence. 

It is not without reason that 
the clergy of Upland have taken 
the first step in the elimination 
of obscene reading material from 
Upland stores and newsstands. 

The matter first came to their 
attention when Bill Marquardt, 
former manager of the Safeway 
store, drew the attention of Judge 
Fred Jacobs to some of: the liter- 
ature which he was sending back 
to a news agency as unfit for 
sale, 

Judge Jacobs called the mat- 
ter to the attention of Upland 
ministers and says he is heartily 
in favor of their action in ap- 
pealing to merchants to refuse 
to sell ‘‘pornographic material.’ 

So, Upland has taken a step 
toward voluntary censorship, but 
there is an alternative that is 
likely to follow if merchants 
don’t clean up their stock. 

“There could be a city ordin- 
ance,’’ Judge Jacobs said, when 
asked what could be done if 
merchants didn’t co-operate. 

There’d be no sale, no demand, 
no publication of objectionable 
material if people didn’t buy it. 

Children who start out, intro- 
duced to and encouraged to read 


worthwhile literature, aren’t go- 


ing to be seduced with garbage. 
They get good books in school. 
Do parents do all they might to 


see just what children are read- 


ing out of school?
